ROBERT E. COONTZ, 
COMMANDER IN CHIEF 
OF THE U. S. FLEET 


A capable and efficient naval 
officer, self-styled “hanging gov­ 
ernor" of the island of Guam, and 
later commander in chief of the 
United States fleet, 
Robert 
E. 
Coontz served in the United States 
navy for forty-seven 
years. 
He 
rendered service to his country 
not only in the World War but in 
the Spanish American 
war 
and 
the Filipino insurrection as well. 
Northeast Missouri takes pride 
in the achievements of 
Adm iral 
Coontz, native son 
of 
the 
Salt 
river country, who was 
born 
at 
Hannibal, Missouri, on 
June 
11, 
1864, seventy-six years ago 
this 
week. He was educated 
at 
the 
schools of Hannibal, at Engleside 
college in Palmyra, and at Hanni­ 
bal college. 


His opportunity came in 1881, 
when he received an appointm ent 
to the United States Naval Acad­ 
emy at Annapolis. He was gradu­ 
ated from the academ y in 1885, 
and two years later received an 
ensign’s commission. 
Stationed in the Pacific, Coontz 
1 spent six years in the Alaskan 
service and became a proficient 
pilot in those w aters. During the 
Spanish American war, as an of­ 
ficer on board the Charleston, he 
did notable service guarding the 
coast of a num ber of islands in 
the Philippine group. He helped 
break up bands of insurrectionists, 
and when Dewey took Manila the 
Charleston, which was 
anchored 
nearer the mouth of 
the 
Pasig 
river than any other ship, stood 
guard sover 
millions 
of 
dollar 
wmrth of shipping in the harbor. 
At the close of the wrar Coontz 
served for a short time writh the 
Atlantic fleet. He w’as returned to 
the Pacific fleet soon 
and 
was 
sent to Panama, where a revolo- 


tion was in 
progress. 
In 
1908, 
when the fleet made 
its 
voyage 
around the world, he served 
as 
executive officer aboard the Ne­ 
braska. 
Coontz served one year, 1910- 
11, as commandant 
of 
midship­ 
men at the United States naval 
academy. Then he became gover­ 
nor of. the island of Guam. Just 
at this time a num ber of m ur­ 
ders had taken place on the is­ 
land. Coontz promptly announced 
himself as a “hanging governor.” 
The crime wave stopped immedi­ 
ately. 
Soon after the World war began 
Coontz was appointed 
command­ 
ant of the navy yard 
at 
Puget 
Sound. He was raised to the rank 
of rear arm iral on December 24, 
1917, and two years later was ap­ 
pointed chief of naval operations, 
stationed in Washington, 
D. 
C. 
From August, 1923 to August, 1925 
! he was commander in chief of 
the United States fleet. Beginning 
with the latter date and continu­ 
ing until 1928, when he returned 
to Washington, he was command­ 
ant in charge of the fifth naval 
district at Hampton 
Roads, 
Vir­ 
ginia. 
Admiral Coontz was not a be­ 
liever in an isolationist policy for 
the United States, 
but 
believed 
that the country had reached the 
place where it must take a lead­ 
ing part in world affairs. He ad­ 
vised the construction of a m er­ 
chant m arine capable of carrying 
more than half the world’s trade, 
and believed firmiy in 
what 
he 
called “reasonable preparedness.” 
He was an ardent 
adm irer 
of 
President Woodrow Wilson, 
and 
helped w’ork out the United States 
plan for a League of Nations navy. 
As late as 1930 he was still con­ 
fident the adoption of 
the 
plan 
w’ould save the 
nations 
endless 
trouble. 
Admiral Coontz received num ­ 
erous medals and awards for his 
patriotic service. He was awarded 
the World war distinguished ser­

of a good informal portrait snapshot. 


Every family album or 
picture 
colection should include good in­ 
formal portraits of 
the 
fam ily’s 
members. But many amateur pho­ 
tographers do not know how to 
take informal portraits, or realize 
how these differ from other pop­ 
ular types of pictures. 
In the first place, an informal 
portrait should not 
resemble 
a 
formal, studio portrait. 
They ire 
entirely different— and, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, the formal 
portra t 
can be taken much better by a 
professional 
photographer 
who 
has a well-equipped studio, with 
proper lighting equipment, and a 
sound 
technical 
knowledge 
of 
portraiture. 
The two main requirements of a 
good informal portrait are, first, a 
good likeness of the 
subject 
or 
subjects, and second, a suggestion 
of action or a “ story idea." In fact, 
the informal portrait is closeh 
akin to the “ story-telling" type < 
snapshot. 
To obtain a good likeness, 
i n ­ 
d o o r s or out, you need a nicety 
balance lighting on the subject’s 
1 face. 
A lighting, in particular, 
that is not too 
"contrasty.” 
In- 
I doors, such lighting is easily ob- 


tained by using two photo bulbs— 
one to illuminate each side of the 
subject. 
Outdoors, a pleasing soft 
lighting can be obtained by plac­ 
ing the subject in open shade— for 
example, on the shady side of the 
house, under the open sky. 
For a lighting with a little more 
“sp a rk le. " place the 
subject 
in 
sunshine, but have the sun to one 
side. 
Then use a reflector (such ; 
as a white sheet or large card) to 
illuminate the shadow side of the i 
face. 
In the picture above, the sun is J 
at the right, and a white house to ¡ 
the left acts a ■ a reflector.

Plant No Beans Until 
Sun Warms the Soil 


Beans should not be planted un­ 
til the ground is warm. They are 
very tender to frost or to cold cut­ 
ting winds m their younger stages. 
Gardens with light, warm, sandy 
soil can get an earlier bean start 
than those with heavy colder soil. 
The first crop, in which we take 
a gamble with the weather, should 
be given the warmest, mellowest, 
and best drained patch in the gar­ 
den. Later on when the frost dan­ 
ger is past it will make little differ­ 
ence, as the string bean is the most 
obliging of vegetables and will even 
produce a fair crop in positions 
much more shaded than some other 
vegetables will tolerate. 
The choice of varieties is first of 
all whether you want to grow green 
beans or wax beans. 
Both have 
their advocates as to superiority of 
flavor. 
Then you may choose 
whether you want a round podded 
or a flat podded bean. Some claim 
the round pods are more tender 
than the flat, although there seems 
no sound basis for the argument. 
There are numerous excellent va­ 
rieties from which to choose and al­ 
most any sort offered by a relia­ 
ble seed house will give excellent re­ 
sults. 
The stringless greenpod is 
offered by all, a standard variety, 
various strains having been devel­ 
oped from the original variety. 
Beans are now as often grown in 
rows, the individual plants 6 inches 
apart, as in the old style hill man­ 
ner with two or three plants to a 
hill. Greater production and easier 
cultivation is claimed for the row 
type. The one warning concerning 
their cultivation is not to work the 
patch while the leaves of the beans 
are wet either with dew or from 
rain, lu st seems to follow. A rust 
spoilod pod ruins it for culinary use 
and this is about the only disaster 
likely to happen to a pod bean. 
Pole beans are the heaviest yield- 
ers of the family, and in the small 
garden will give more food for the 
space occupied than any other crop. 
They are later in season and more

Kentucky 
Wonder is the favorite variety. It 
will produce pods ten inches long, 
if you wish, but these pods will 
have strings. 
If they are picked 
half grown the strings will not both­ 
er and the quality will be much 
better. 
The illustration shows a 
simple way to make a tent of pole 
beans. 
The string up which the 
vines climb should be fairly heavy, 
otherwise it may rot and let the 
vines fall when they are producing 
well. Copper wire, which does not 
rust, makes a good support for 
beans.

ROBERT E. COONTZ, 
COMMANDER IN CHIEF 
OF THE U. S. FLEET 


A capable and efficient naval 
officer, self-styled “hanging gov­ 
ernor” of the island of Guam, and 
later commander ir. chief of the 
United States fleet. 
Robert 
E. 
Coontz served in the United States 
navy for forty-seven 
years. 
He 
Tendered service to his country 
not only in the World War but in 
the Spanish American 
war 
and 
the Filipino insurrection as well. 
Northeast Missouri takes pride 
in the achievements of 
Admiral 
Coontz, native son 
of 
the 
Salt 
river country, who was 
born 
at 
Hannibal, Missouri, on 
June 
11, 
1864, seventy-six years ago 
this 
week. He was educated 
at 
the 
schools of Hannibal, at Engleside 
college in Palmyra, and at Hanni­ 
bal college. 


His opportunity came in 1881, 
when he received an appointment j 
to the United States Naval Acad- 1 
erny at Annapolis. He was gradu­ 
ated from the academy in 1885, 
and two years later received an 
ensign's commission. 
Stationed in the Pacific, Coontz 
spent six years in the Alaskan 
service and became a proficient 
pilot in those waters. During the 
Spanish American W'ar, as an of­ 
ficer on board the Charleston, he 
did notable service guarding the 
coast of a number of islands in 
the Philippine group. He helped 
break up bands of insurrectionists, 
and when Dewey took Manila the 
Charleston, which was

river than any other ship, stood

Every family album or

colection should include good in­ 
formal portraits of 
the

members. But many amateur pho­ 
tographers do not know how to 
take informal portraits, or realize 
how these difTer from other pop­ 
ular types of pictures. 
In the first place, an informal 
portrait should not 
resemble 
a 
formal, studio portrait. 
They are 
entirely different— and, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, the formal 
portrait 
can be taken much better by a 
professional 
photographer 
who 
has a well-equipped studio, with 
proper lighting equipment, and a 
sound 
technical 
knowledge 
of 
portraiture. 
The two main requirements of a 
good informal portrait are, first, a 
good likeness of the 
subject 
or 
subjects, and second, a suggestion 
of action or a “ story idea." In fact, 
the 
informal 
portrait 
is closel> 
akin to the “ story-tellins" type ei 
snapshot. 
To obtain a good likeness, 
in­ 
doors or out, you need a nicely 
balance lighting on the subject's 
face. 
A 
lighting, in particular, 
that is not too 
“ contrasty.” 
In­ 
doors. such lighting is easily ob­ 


tained by using two photo bulbs— 
one to illuminate each side of the 
subject. 
Outdoors, a pleasing soft I 
lighting can be obtained by plac­ 
ing the subject in open shade— for 
example, on the shady side of the 
house, under the open sky. 
For a lighting with a little more 
“ sparkle," place the 
subject 
in 
sunshine, but have the sun to one 
side. 
Then use a reflector (such j 
as a white sheet or large card) to 
illuminate the shadow side of the t 
face.

Plant No Beans Until 
Sun Warms the Soil 


Beans should not be planted un­ 
til the ground is warm. They are 
very tender to frost or to cold cut­ 
ting winds in their younger stages. 
Gardens with light, warm, sandy 
soil can get an earlier bean start 
than those with heavy colder soil. 
The first crop, in which we take 
a gamble with the weather, should 
be given the warmest, mellowest, 
and best drained patch In the gar­ 
den. Later on when the frost dan­ 
ger is past it will make little differ­ 
ence. as the string bean is the most 
obliging of vegetables and will even 
produce a fair crop in positions 
much more shaded than some other 
vegetables will tolerate. 
The choice of varieties is first of 
all whether you want to grow green 
beans or wax beans. 
Both have 
their advocates as to superiority of 
flavor. 
Then you may choose 
whether you want a round podded 
or a flat podded bean. Some claim 
the round pods are more tender 
than the flat, although there seems 
no sound basis for the argument. 
There are numerous excellent va­ 
rieties from which to choose and al­ 
most any sort offered by a relia­ 
ble seed house will give excellent re­ 
sults. 
The stringless greenpod is 
offered by all. a standard variety, 
various strains having been devel­ 
oped from the original variety. 
Beans are now as often grown in 
rows, the individual plants 6 inches 
apart, as in the old style hill man­ 
ner with two or three plants to a 
hill. Greater production and easier 
cultivation is claimed for the row 
type. The one warning concerning 
their cultivation is not to work the 
patch while the leaves of the beans 
are wet either with dew or from 
rain,
